Bicycle 
sales have tripled 
during the last decade. Deaths 
and accidents on bikes have 
doubled. 
Biking is a pollution-free way 
to travel. It can also be fun, 
healthy, and cheap. But our 
auto-addicted society has built 
very 
few 
bikeways 
so 
far. 
Cyclists have to straddle car 
traffic. 
Bike riders are supposed to 
observe most of the regulations 
and signals meant for cars. But 
too many don't. A recent study 
of accidents involving bicycles 
and cars in Santa 
Barbara, 
California, showed that bikers 
had violated the traffic laws in 
almost 70 per cent of the cases. 
The most common violation was 
not obeying stop signs 
Another report by the Oregon 
State Highway Division also 
showed that bikers made far 
more errors than drivers did. 
Most 
accid en ts 
happened 
because bikers didn't yield the 
right of way, used the wrong 
arm signals or none at all when 
they turned, rode on the wrong 
side, and 
ignored stoplights. 
And last year a study of 600 
bicycle accidents, which was 
conducted 
by 
the Consumer 
Product Safety C om m ission, 
showed that two-thirds of the 
accidents resulted from riding 
double on bikes designed for 
one, performing stunts, losing 
control of braking, and hitting 
bumps and ruts.

Governor Otis K Bowen does 
not fix his own break fast, 
although as a physician, he 
must believe in a, more balanced 
diet to start the day than toast 
and coffee.

gubernatorial press conferences 
was called to start at the end of 
the first such event held by 
President Gerald Ford. As a 
result, the Governor and most 
newsmen were able to watch 
only the start of the Presidential 
co nference, when Ford a n ­ 
nounced he might be fixing his 
own lunches and dinner for a 
while. It was a natural question 
for me to ask the Governor. 
While Bowen has maintained 
an open administration, usually 
available to newsmen, formal 
press 
con feren ces 
a re 
in ­ 
frequent, called only when a 
project 
w a rra n ts 
such 
co verage. 
Bowen has con ­ 
centrated his news efforts on 
his own w eekly new spaper 
column, and his five minute 
radio 
program, 
as 
well 
as 
regular 
appearances 
on 
the 
televised “ Report from the 
Statehouse.” 
The 
television 
p rog ram 
follows a regular foremat, with 
n ew scasters questioning the 
Governor. It does not permit 
him to cover subjects he may 
want to talk about in detail. As a 
result, 
m any 
adv an ce 
a n ­ 
nouncements 
appear 
on 
the 
radio program where Bowen 
controls the subjects. 
The 
subject 
of 
the 
news 
conference was the state’s study 
of the Penn C entral track 
useage in Indiana, and recom­ 
mendations on retaining most of 
it. The state was the first, and so 
far the only one in the nation to 
complete a detailed study and 
reco m m en d atio n s 
to 
the 
federal government. After the 
subject was thoroughly covered, 
a few reporters remained with 
the Governor and staff m em ­ 
bers as though reluctant to end 
the conference 


Although most reporters had 
left, the real stories came in the 
inform al 
discussion 
The 
National 
Association 
for the 
Advancement of colored People 
had filed suit in federal court 
charging discrimination against. 
Negro state police applicants, 


Bowen said: 
“ We axe not 
allowed to say much when we 
are being 
sued, 
but 
I 
will 
comment. We have known of the 
existence of this problem for 
some time It is a problem that 
we inherited. We have made 
efforts to recruit, and are going 
to increase our efforts through a 
study group in existence since 
July ” 


One of the problems has been 
in 
the 
testing 
a re a , 
with 
questions 
worded 
so 
that 
minority groups have different, 
in te rp re ta tio n s. A consulting 
firm 
has 
been 
hired 
and 
university advisors recruited to 
rev ise the test. 
Intensified 
recruiting efforts will be con- 
centrated in Marion County, and 
the area north and west of 
Elkhart w here 80 per cent of the 
s t a t e ’s black population, is 
concentrated 
Some have maintained that 
the barring of applicants with 
misdemeanor records tend to 
act against black applicants. It 
is based upon the theory that 
blacks live in innercity areas, 
prone to more arrests. Bowen 
did not agree that blacks have 
higher arrest records. However, 
he has asked the State Police 
Board 
to 
review 
the 
requirement. 
He said: “ We are not going to 
lower standards, and I don’t 
believe such a change would. If 
you look back and find an in­ 
dividual w ho was caught with a 
can of beer in. his car at age 15 or

think it should be a m atter of 
individual consideration.” 


Removal of the minimum and 
maximum height requirements 
is being studied, with physical 
fittness determined by some 
other type of tests. 


I asked Bowen about the state 
employes who have threatened 
to withhold the two per cent 
“voluntary” contributions to the 
Republican party.

lor both large and small game 
continues to grow each year, 
but too 'Often, novice hunters try 
it without proper preparation 
and end 
up 
selling 
their 
equipment without, giving the 
sport a chance 
The archer must be able to 
get closer to his game than the 
gun totter Therefore, the sport 
is m ore dem anding and re ­ 
quires more pre season condi­ 
tioning 
and 
practice 
than 
hunting with firearms 
It also requires a thorough 
understanding of the ha tuts of 
the game to fie hunted 
The archer, for example, can 
practice shooting straight-line 
targets for months and still fail 
as a hunter, simply because 
shooting at targets in a straight 
line with a txiw differs greatly 
from shooting down at an 
angle, as is often required in 
this sport 
The novice bow hunter should 
take to the field for some pre 
season practice, trying his hand 
at various targets under si mu 
lated hunting conditions Mak 
mg imaginary game targets out 
ot clumps ot grass or sand piles 
and learning to judge distance 
can make the difference be 
tween success and failure when 
I lie season is underwav 


In states where tree stands 
are legal for deer, the hunter 
should practice shooting from a 
tree He will quickly discover 
what a difference there is. 
Whereas a high-powered rifle 
or a shotgun with slugs can 
cover the distance between gun 
hunters and deer, the bow 
hunter lias to rely on camou 
flage, long hours of waiting or 
quiet stalking to insure his 
game is within range 
The bow hunter also must be 
m ore precise in placing his 
shots in order to down large 
game 
Bow hunting is increasing in 
popularity because the hunting 
seasons often come earlier than 
seasons often come earlier than 
gun seasons and last longer, 
giving the hunter an increased 
chance of success The deer 
hunter who takes up a bow has 
the advantage of hunting during 
the 
f»ow 
season. 
and 
if 
unsuccessful, can always resort 
to a gun and hunt that season, 
thus doubling his chance for 
success 
Another reason lx»w hunting 
is enjoying an increase in 
ixi.pula.nly is because many 
hunters, especially deer hun 
lers. are becoming fed up with 
the influx of “city” hunters to 
their lavonte areas during the 
gun season Bow hunting allows 
them an early crack at trophy 
deer without the competition 


often experienced during the 
gun season 
Many 
also 
believe 
bow 
hunting is safer for the hunter 
However, the hunter still must 
take certain safety percautions 
Since camouflage is so impor­ 
tant to the bow hunter, the 
archer must be even more 
certain that the target he has 
chosen is wild game and not 
another hunter. 
Also, novice bowmen should 
know that broadhead hunting 
arrows should never be earned 
m a f>ow quiver that leaves the 
broadhead exposed A hunter 
could trip and fall, severly 
cutting himself on the broad 
heads, resulting m serious loss 
ot blood, even death 
One of tho biggest mistakes 
the novice often makes is 
entering the field without a 
spare Ix>wstring or a sharpen 
er for his broadheads Unlike
